Applicants are enclosing Form PTO-1449 (one sheet), along with a copy of each listed 
reference for which a copy is required under 37 C.F.R. §1 .98(a)(2). As each of the listed 
references is in English (except one German patent, for which an English translation has 
been provided), no further commentary is believed to be necessary, 37 C.F.R §1. 98(a)(3). 
However, many of these references were cited in a search report in the parent PCT 
Application No. PCT/US2004/028732. A copy of that search report is enclosed. Applicants 
respectfully request the Examiner's consideration of the above references and entry thereof 
into the record of this application. 

Applicants' assignee, The Wm. Wrigley Jr. Company, acquired Gum Tech 
International Inc., the applicant listed for PCT published application WO 02/19834. It is noted 
that the inventive entity in each application is different. One of the inventors listed in that 
application was consulted by the below signed attorney regarding the process by which 
speckles were applied during the development of the invention of that application. It is 
believed that none of the product developed as part of the Gum Tech work was ever sold or

publicly disclosed in the United States. It is therefore uncertain as to whether that 
development would in any way constitute prior art against the present application. However, 
out of an abundance of caution, the it is noted that the inventors in the Gum Tech process 
had used a hand held air atomizer to distribute speckles to chewing gum pellets during a 
coating operation prior to September 2, 2004, the filing date of the parent PCT application for 
this case. If the Examiner believes that any of this information would be material to the 
patentability of the claims of the present application, or has questions in this regard, he is 
invited to direct those questions to the below signed attorney. 

Applicants are aware of a number of products that were on sale prior to the filing date 
of their application that included speckles in the coating of the product; for example, 
Hershey's Ice Breakers Unleashed coated chewing gum products. However, Applicants are 
not aware of the process or apparatus used to make such products, nor do they believe that 
products with a uniform number of speckles on all products in a given batch, such as called 
for in claim 44, have been sold in the United States more than one year prior to the filing date 
of the parent PCT application. 

Because this statement is being filed prior to the first Office Action, Applicants have 
calculated no fee to be due in connection with the filing of this Statement. However, the 
Director is authorized to charge any fee deficiency associated with the filing of this Statement 
to a deposit account, as authorized in the Transmittal accompanying this Statement.
